The annual report of the Comptroller of the 
Currency contains the following: 

An amendment forbidding any officer of 
@ national bank to directly or indirectly re- 
ceive or accept money or other valuable thing 
from any borrower from the bank as a re- 
ward, inducement, or consideration for ob- 
taining the loan from the bank of which he 
fe such officer should also be enacted. 


Episodes in St. Louis banking from which 
suits at law have originated must have been in 
the mind of the Comptroller when he wrote the 
recommendation. The proposed amendment 
would prevent the banking business from being 
conducted on the basis of the pawnbroking busi- 
ness. The language he uses would cover the 
case of the bank official who preys on the neces- 
sities of customers in temporary straits and holds 
them up before making them a loan and also 
the less direct and more refined technique of the 
incorporated tin box. 

Another amendment which ought to be passed 
ig one prohibiting national banks from lending 
their assistance to such paper transactions as 
that by which BH. G. Lewis’ University Heights 
Realty and Investment Co. was capitalized for 
$1,000,000 without the production of a dollar in 
money. Both amendments should have adequate 
penalties attached. ‘

The fortune 
was of almost no use to him. After 14 months, 
when detection and disgrace came, he had 
enjoyed the benefit of hardly one dollar in twenty. 
What was there to compensate him for his ter- 


. ror of exposure during a year and for-the fur- 


ther punishment that now faces him? 

Frank L. Frick, who abstracted a $5000 check 
from the Francis Bros.’ house, hid his unutilized 
$1800 of the proceeds under a floor covering. J. 
F, Long, who forged the indorsement and took 
the remaining $3700, was penniless when captured 
in New York after a transcontinental trip of 
riot and dissipation. Was it worth while? 

These cases show the futility of .crime. 
taking the money of others, the incentive is what 
the money will buy. These typical instances 
of wrongdoing show that the value received is too 
inconsequential and pitiful to prove a temptation.

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MISCELLANEOUS MURDER CHARGES 

Flushed with success as a detective employed 
to convict the McNamaras, William J. Burns 
makes miscellaneous charges of systematic mur- 
der against personal, political or commercial op- 
ponents. This, from an interview telegraphed to 
the Post-Dispatch, illustrates what no man living 
has a right to charge publicly against any other 
living man, except when an indictment is to be 
drawn or is to be supported by sworn evidence 
after having been drawn. 

I am satisfied that Gompers knew at the 
time the first piece of structural iron work 
was, dynamited, back in 1906, who was re- 
sponsible for it. Do you think the people 


of the United States will prefer now to be- 
lieve Samuel Gompers or William J. Burns? 


The answer to such a question hardly needs 
to be stated, except in illustrating what “detec- 
tion” must be made to mean in the business and 
in the public utterances of professional detec- 
Those who think rationally do not believe 
that Samuel J. Gompers has been an accomplice 
in systematic murder, and hence they do not be-, 
lieve that he has been detected in the crime of 
murder by Burns or anyone else. 

The satisfaction a detective feels with the work- 
ings of his own mind or imagination does not 
set up even the inference of guilt against anyone 
he attacks because of his personal prejudices or 
his professional theories. Nothing counts in 
support of a murder charge except conclusive 
evidence. 
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A local morning contemporary quotes approv- 
ingly complaints of postal officials that the Post- 
Dispatch published the news of a theft in the 
Postoffice, thus leading to the discovery and ar- 
rest of the thief. Would our esteemed contem- 
porary, had it obtained the news, have sup- 
pressed it and protected the thief and the negli- 
gent officials? Journalistic self-stultification 
prompted by envious bitterness cannot go beyond 


this. 
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RUSSIA TAXES OUR PATIENCE. 

Russian affronts in discriminating against Amer- 
ican citizens bearing the credentials of our State 
Department will, it is announced, have such ac- 
tion from Mr. Taft in the near future as an ex- 
rected report from Ambassador Curtis Guild, at 
St. Petersburg, shows to be advisable. 

It is inconceivable that these affronts should 
have been tolerated as long as they have by this 
country, were it not for the absorption of the pub- 
lic in domestic issues of the very greatest impor- 
tance. They are a cause of unjust humiliation to 
individuals and dangerous as a possible cause of 
national irritation. If Jewish citizens of the 
United States, vouched for in the passports of the 
United States, are to be denied stipulated treaty 
privileges in Russia, then let those privileges be 
withheld from all citizens of the United Statés. 

The country is out of patience because of the 
indecisive and academic fashion in which the mat- 
ter has been handled by Washington. Infirmity 
_of purpose, if not timidity, seems to be shown. 
Representations from Mr. Taft showing that this 
Government is in deadly earnest on the question 
would be practically certain to be followed by 
Russia’s retirement from its untenable position. 
Should St. Petersburg, however, continue stub- 
born and unreasonable, there must be hesitation 
no longer. Material benefits secured to us by 
some parts of the treaty should not be permitted 
to compensate for injury to the national “honor 
resulting from violation of the obligation of 
other parts. 

The treaty under such circumstances must be 
abrogated at the earliest possible date. 
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More than 26 per cent of the world’s known 
gold is held within the United States, but be- 
cause of an ill-devised system of paper currency 
much of the potential utility of this tremendous 
stock of basic metallic money is lost to us in 
time of financial stress. In no other country of 
the world should currency famines be as uncom- 
mon as in the United States. In no other coun- 
try are they as common. 
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ST. LOUIS BUILDING CODE. 

Commissioner McKelvey is said to have de- 
scribed the St. Louis code of building laws as 
“blue laws,” and to desire a change. A close 
adherence to these “blue laws” will in time give 
St. Loui¢’ the immunity of European cities ?rom 
fire and save mhillions in ‘ire insurance premiums. 
A few minor restrictions, such as thos; relating 
to electric signs, may wiseiy be modified, but 
there should be no general revision of the code 
for loosening the lid on unsubstantial construc- 
tion. 

It is the lack of laws prescribing proper stan- 
dards in building which explains the appalling 
aggregate in fire losses in this country. St. Louis 
should not surrender its advanced place among 
American cities in this respect. 








President Taft proposes a commission to ad- 
vise the big corporations of the exact limit they 
may go without breaking the Sherman law. Un- 
less the activities of the St. Louis police are to be 
curbed, a similar commission will be useful to 
advise citizens of the legal limit which private 
card parties must regard to prevent raiding.

A YOUNG MAN ON THE HOFFMANN SHOW. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

To my mind, and I believe I am sincere in my 
purpose, the present attraction at the Shubert 
Theater, Gertrude’ Hoffmann and “Saison des Bal- 
lets Russes,” is not all that it should be. It bold- 
ly claims to be artistic—well, assuming that it is, 
I would like to ask: Is it necessary to witness all 
the suggestive movements and poses as in both 
“Cleopatra” and “Schehetazade,” two of _the- 
“dramas” of Miss Hoffmann’s “aesthetic sensa- 





tion,” to witness true art in dancing, and should 


such an attraction be allowed to continue at one 
of our foremost theaters without proper criticism, 
and should people, including young girls and boys, 


j} be allowed to iwtness this performance, some of 


them blindly not knowing what they are going 
to see? 

It is true, to a certain extent, that to “the virtu- 
ous” everything is good, but then we are not all 
possessed with that rare quality of mind; we do 
not possess the sense of discrimination and elimi- 
nation, to properly appreciate this performance. 
Do you think, for one minute; that such perform- 
ances should be encouraged to teach these things? 

Monday evening I went to the Shubert Theater, 
partly through curiosity, I will admit. I had 
never seen Miss Hoffmann or her troup before, but 
had read the New York criticisms of the perform- 
ance at “The Winter Garden,” New York. Be- 
cause I believe that many St. Louis people are go- 
ing to see this performance for this reason, and 
also some, through innocent ignorance, I write 
this article, and I hope it will have its effect. 

The account of the performance in a morning 
paper took no definite stand one way or the oth- 
er. It told only the good and bad points of the 
performance, and left the reader to his own con- 
clusions. 

Let us imagine a girl with very high ideals. 
Suppose she read the Monday morning article, She 
may decide not to see the performance, and then 


again she may decide to see it, thinking that she is 


so strong in her ideals that the suggestiveness will 
not affect her in the least. Is-it-right that she 
should be put to this entirely unnecessary test, 
and then, in crder to witness the artistic side of 
the performance, she should see an artist and a 
whole chorus of so-called artists go through the 
most daring movements ever put on our stage. 

To be sure, the dancing of such artists as Marie 
Baldina, Mlle. Musseloff and Jan Jalewsky in 
“Cleopatra,” the first “drama” is remarkable, but 
why are they introduced into such an atmosphere? 
Is it not because the managers, realizing that the 
suggestiveness will appeal to the majority, and 
that a few good people will see this “display,” and 
not agree with the majority, and, as sometimes 
the good people get control of things and cause 
“displays” of this kind to be stopped by the po- 
lice, they have taken tRis one way of pleasing the 
g00d people, also in hopes that they will over- 
look all suggestiveness? Is it because of any cul- 
ture on Miss Hoffmann’s part, or study or con- 
stant effort, or “right living’ that she is able “to 
announce the aesthetic sensation of the English- 
speaking world?’ If it is, why is it that she re- 
sorts so much to suggestive effects, such as bare 
feet, bare limbs, 
tumes, suggestive poses, such as lieing on divans 
with men in fond embrace, while the other “stars” 
of the troup, the ones who really do dance artis- 
tically, dress properly in short skirts and silk 
stockings, 

The production is, indeed, an expensive one, and 
one of the most lavish on the American stage to- 
day, and Miss Hoffmann and her assistants have 
spared neither effort or money in producing this 
“display.” The orchestra is, perhaps, as good as 
ever played in he Shubert Theater, and the “Ro- 
mantic Revelry” called “Les Sylphides,” is deserv- 
ing of much praise. Strange to say Miss Hoff- 
mann does not appear in this. 

Probably I should not attempt to criticise a per- 
son much older than myself, who says she dances 
because she loves it, for itself alone, another case 
of “art for art’s sake,” and does not receive any 
return for her work except “artistic appreciation,” 
and works so hard to do all this for the hungry 
Americah art-loving people. But I am sincere in 
my purpose, and I don’t believe it to be a bad one. 
From what I saw and heard among the agidience 
Monday evening, I thought that many were pres- 
ent merely because they didn’t know what they 
were coming to see, and I am sure many did not 
appreciate the artistic side of the display, and 
certainly the “dramas” worked one up into noth- 
ing less than a passion which ordinarily one 
should and would fight against.

Unless He Is Made Manager of 
Browns, New Englander Will 
Continue to Look Up Talent. 











POSITION IS NOT EASY 





Hundreds of Players Are Sent 
Up Annually, Only to Be 
Turned Back to Minors. 





By C. F. LLOYD. 


There are tricks in every trade, in- 
cluding that of the baseball scout. Prob- 
ably no man in baseball has as many 
opportunities to have his ‘“‘mitt greased”’ 
as the seeker of talent in the minor 
leagues. .nd the fact that hundreds of 
young toSsers are annually brought up 
for trial, only to be turned back in a 
short time, would indicate that some of 
the men listen too much to the minor 
league magnates. 

It is far better to pay a scout $5000 
annually and get nothing in the way of 
talent than to Hand out $2000 to some- 


one who doesn’t understand the business | 


and be loaded up with players that cost 
$25,000 for which you can’t get 30 cents 
if you try to peddle. 

Col. Hedges of the Browns laid out a 
small fortune in expenses and salaries 
to his five scouts this season. Fred 
Lake and Charley Barrett were the 
buriest ones. of the quintet, as they 
were kept on the go from April until 
August. Yet they didn’t turn up very 
‘many finds. Barrett did the Southwest, 
while Lake worked the East. 
probable that they saved Hedges a lot 
of money by keeping him from pur- 
chasing a bunch of youngsters who have 
no chance in the world to make good. 

Umpires in on Graft 

There are a good many youngsters 
sent up who have difficulty in holding 
jobs in the leagues from which they are 
purchased. That would indicate -that 
there is a little team work between the 
minor league club owner and the scout. 
The same thing goes for owners and 
umpires in uw minor league. Some of 
these indicator handlers have a habit 
of touting a youngster and after his 
purchase by a big League club, to look 
for his ‘‘bit.”’ 

Whether Fred Lake continues in the 
employ of the Browns as scout depends 
on Hedges’ selection of manager. Un- 
less the New Englander is picked to 
succeed Wallace, it is probable that he 
will again serve as talent seeker for the 
Sportsman's Park team, although it is 
reported that he is sought as a pur- 
chaser and manager of the Lynn (New 
England League) team.

When all the wrestlers, in féar, passed 
up Mahmout, Gotch took the Turk with 
him on a tour of the world. The two 
grapplers will finish their trip. through 
the United States about Jan. 1, and the 
champion will set sail for the old world 
about Jan. 15, if his present plans are 
carried out.

a consequent rise in cash reserve on the 
bank. return, even after allowing for 
$5,000,000 actual outward shipments this 
present week. 
Banks Are Uncertain. 

“But today the banks seemed 
strangely uncertain as to” whether 
this would occur or not;,and the 
whole incident is so novel and un- 
usual that it would be venturesome 
to predict tomorrow’s showing. 

“This was not the last of Wall 
street’s explanations for the decline 
in stocks; the Outlook article, th 
President Vanderlip of the National 
City Bank was cited. 


‘Mr, Vanderlip contributed nothing} 


wholly new to discussion of what is 
the matter with business, except the 
rather extraordinarily sweeping 
statement that ‘it is pretty generally 
agreed that business has ahead, the 
most serious situation that hag exist- 
ed since you or I have been observers 
barring the doubts and uncertainties 
of 1896. 

Just how far from Wall street Mr. 
Vanderlip bent his ear in discovering 
this rather startling general agree- 
ment may be open to question; for, 
unless all other sources of informa- 
tion have been entirely at fault, that 
is not the opinion of Pittsburg, or 
Chicago, or Fall River, or of ew 
York City nor of the Trinity Church. 

‘‘Movement of prices in the stock mar- 
ket was most of the day downward. The 
heaviest selling came about 1:30 o’clock, 
when such stocks as Reading, Union 
Pacific, United States Steel, Northern 
Pacific and Amalgamated Copper 
touched low level, with losses of from 
one to two points. 

“This followed a period of great ir- 
regularity in the early trading, which 
continued almost from the . opening. 
which was generally at prices that 
showed fratcional losses from yesterday. 

‘“‘The movement, though, was nervous, 
with exctied selling in some stocks and 
relatively little support. 

“In the last hour there was a partial 
rally, during which most of the stand- 
ard shares recovered from half to one 
point. 
Exchange Is Weak. 

“The price of sight exchange on 
London fell nearly one-quarter cent 
for the day. 

“The fortnightly census ginning re- 
port was interesting chiefly by way 
of preliminary to the Government’s 
cotton crop estimate of next Monday. 
It showed 1,800,000 more bales ginned 


ito Dec. 1 than in the corresponding 


period of any other year on record. 

“The preceding two weeks ginning 
to be below either 1910 or 1908; in 
the past two weeks the cotton ‘put 
through the gins breaks every record. 

“The inquiry for money for short 
periods was made the more interesting 
by offers of 5 per cent for loans carry- 
jing the borrowers over the January set- 
tlement.

,tent to lend on cali at the rates now 
prevailing for demand accommodation. 

“The banks shifted loans again heav- 
ily and it was°evident that the trust 
companies were drawing down their 
bank balances irf order to make loans 
on call at 4% and 5 per cent.

Judge Taylor, after considerable pon- 


dering of tne question, announced that 
he saw nothing to do but to send young 
Merk to the Training School at Boon- 
ville for an indefinite term. ‘“‘But if your 
behavior there is not good,’”” he warned 
the boy, ‘“‘you will be transferred to the 
penitentiary. Don’t make any effort to 
escape, or to stir up trouble among the 
other boys, or you will find yourself in 
Jefferson City.’’ 

Young Merk escaped from the Boon- 
ville school the last time he was there, 
and also escaped from the St. Louis In- 
dustrial School. He set fire to the jail 
in Pacific, Franklin County, when he 
was locked up there, and it was for this 
offense that he was being sought when 
he killed the Maplewood officer at 4313 
Swan avenue, St. Louis. 

Hugh Fullerton, probation officer, 
testified that he believed the boy was 
abnormal, inasmuch as nine arraign- 
ments in the Juvenile Court, and fre- 
quent application of the parole system 
in his behalf, had failed to improve his 
conduct. 

Fullerton said the boy’s surroundings 
had been unfavorable, and that the part 
of the city where he was brought up 
had no playground, branch library or 
other uplifting influence for a boy. 

Dr.* Louis Rassieur, who attended 
Guinard before his death, said tthe 
wounded officer told him that he took 
no precaution against resistance on the 
boy’s part, as it did not occur to him 
that s0 smail a lad might have a 
weapon. The boy said he bought the 
revolver for $1.50 from a tramp.
